To briefly compare and contrast this variant with the original “A Bespoke Banner of Oz” flag design and its earlier variants 1, 2, 3, & 4: 
In addition to black and white, the quarter-length vertical pale at the hoist incorporates all five of what are arguably Australia’s most 
symbolic colours, which are rendered here in graphic near-equivalents of their actual Pantone values. These include the blue of the 
current national flag, the red and the gold of the Australian Aboriginal Flag, the green of the Torres Strait Islander Flag, and the ochre 
of the Flag of the Northern Territory. As in all other versions a Commonwealth Star is centred in the pale’s upper medallion, and as in 
all but one other version its lower medallion depicts a kangaroo. As in three versions it also depicts Ulum and the Pleiades Cluster. 
Where the pale of this variant chiefly departs from those of other versions is in its use of a circular gold-and-ochre border surrounding 
its lower medallion, with its sixteen ochre stars representing all of the six states and ten territories of the Australian Commonwealth. 
This border harmonises visually with the border that surrounds the remaining three-quarter-length of the flag, as illustrated above.
